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BUILDING OF THE CITY ZION. 


THE subject of the Latter-day Saints re-occupying that part of the State 
of Missouri whence they were driven by mobs upwards of sixty years 
ago, and especially their regaining their rightful possessions in Jackson 
county, has been a theme of much discussion and wonderment by non- 
* Mormons” as well as with the Latter-day Saints. Among the latter 
there is an abiding faith that the great predictions concerning Jackson 
county will be fulfilled, and that all associated therewith will recognize 
the just and holy purposes of the Almighty in connection therewith. In 
many respects non-“ Mormons” have been skeptical as to the fulfillment of 
these prophecies, and often, in the past, have regarded this as impossible. 
The general trend toward not only the possibility but the probability of 
their accomplishment is, however, coming to be recognized, and adds 
interest to an item published lately in the Chicago Times-Herald. The 
large display in that paper reads: 

“Faces Toward New Zion.—Mormons Preparing to Fill Prophecy of 
Joseph Smith.—Temple at Independence.—Churchmen Working Earnestly 
to Establish Head of Organization in Missouri Town.” 

Then comes a dispatch to the Chicago newspaper from its special repre- 
sentative at Kansas City, which we reproduce in its entirety, as follows: 

“Twenty-four Elders of the Mormon Church of Utah, or the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, are working vigorously in Missouri to 
fulfil the prophecy of Joseph Smith, made years that at Independence, 
2 as the Zion of the Church, would rise ‘the great Temple of the 

ormons. 


Tou and I,’ said an Elder to the Times- Herald r ‘will live 
to see the day when the Temple on the famous Temple lot, already ac- 


quired, is completed. It will be like the Temple in Salt e City, but 
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will be finer and larger. We must build the Temple at Independence, 
and we will do it as surely as the sun rises each we 

“Jackson county, according to the Mormon belief, is the spot where man 
first saw the light of day. Joseph Smith, after he and his little band had 
been expelled from Nauvoo, III., Sa hesied that here the New Jerusalem 
of the Church was to be built. The Mormons moved to Missouri, and no 
doubt Independence would have been what Salt Lake City now is had it 
not been that the Mormons were driven out of this State at the point of 
the bayonet. 

“The heads of the Church are now earnestly working to regain their 
foothold here. For the last four years Elders of the Church have been 
working in the neighborhood of Kansas City for proselytes, and they have 
met with success. The Church now has a hal! at 1107 east Nineteenth 
street, in which services are held Wednesdays and Sundays. To-morrow 
the Elders of the State will meet in conference at this Church and talk 
over the work already accomplished. Services will be held morning and 
evening. Then all the Elders in Kansas City will leave except six, who 
will remain and continue their work under the direction of Jacob N 
Larsen, president of the Missouri organization. 

“*When do you expect to get to work on the new Temple?’ was asked of 
one of the Elders. 

That is hard to say, said he, but it will be soon. The Latter-day 
Sainte believe sincerely that the Temple will be built at Independence. 
We are here to lay the foundation of the work which will culminate in the 
building of the structure. The Mormons of Utah believe Independence is 
the city in which they are all to gather ultimately. We are coming, that 
is certain, and when we do come we expect to buy all the land we need for 
our city, the new Zion. 

We will come asking the le to listen to what we have to sa 
for ourselves and our religion. If they do not believe what we preach, all 
we ask is that they do not molest usin our work. Our preachers will go 
into the streets and talk to the people, and expound our beliefs. We must 
do this to prepare the people for our coming. 

Utah will not be forsaken by our people when we get ready to build 
a — in Independence. Of course, a — man will come 2 from 
Utah, but we will have our churches out here, all of which will be under 
the control of the Independence Church.’ 

“The pilgrimage eastward is already on foot. Four years ago there 
were only four Mormon families living in Kansas City. Now there are 
hundreds. There also are numerous families of the faith at Independence.” 


As for the “‘Mormons’ preparing to fulfil the prophecy of Joseph 
Smith,” they have been fulfilling the predictions of that Prophet of God for 
more than seventy years. They fulfil them in uniting with the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and contributing to its increase and 
progress in the earth. They fulfil them in maintaining the organization, 
ordinances, gifts and powers that belong to that Church—the same as 
established by Jesus when He was in mortality, He having restored them 
anew in this age; and the Saints fulfil those prophecies in their coming to 
the Rocky Mountains, building Temples, preaching the Gospel, and in a 
thousand other ways. 

Having thus established a record, unbroken to the present, for fulfilling 
those prophecies, there is no inconsistency in “Mormons” expecting to 
continue in that course. They do not do this because of Joseph Smith’s 
leadership as a man, but because his prophetic utterances came from the 
Lord, who said he would require His Saints to accomplish certain things, 
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and He is doing it. Intelligent people in the world ought to see that 
under the continous line of these prophecies, if what is called “Mormonism” 
had not been the work of the Lord, it would have come to naught long 
since. Its very existence under the circumstances is conclusive evidence 
of its being directed and upheld by the Divine Power. 

In the Times-Herald's dispatch there may be a little that appears over- 
sanguine, and also a few inaccuracies; but there is not shown any desire 
of the sender to misrepresent or abuse. The Latter-day Saints do expect, 
at some future time, to erect a Temple of the Lord at Independence, 
Jackson county, Missouri. As to the time for the work, that is in the 
providence of the Lord. When the labor is done it wil] be in the quiet, 
vigorous, satisfactory way that will give no occasion for uproar or dis- 
turbance. There is no need for agitation or excitement; albeit there is 
cause for intense interest. It is a work of peace, of love, of salvation, and 
of the glory of God. As such it ought to be welcomed by every sincere 
Christian heart in Missouri or elsewhere. 

The doctrinal works of the church are quite specific on the building of a 
city and a temple in Jackson county and the statements relating thereto 
have been published to the world for many years. That the fulfillment of 
these revelations by the Saints is entirely a labor of peace on their part is 
a clear by the Lord’s declaration concerning what is expected from 
them: 

“For behold, I do not require at their hands to fight the battles of Zion. 
I will fight your battles. 

“And inasmuch as they follow the counsel which they receive, they 
shall have power after many days to accomplish all things pertaining to 
Zion. And again [ say unto you, sue for peace, not only the people that 
have smitten you, but also to all people; and lift up an ensign of peace, 
and make a proclamation for peace unto the ends of the earth. 

The location of the city is fixed as “beginning at the Temple lot, which 
is appointed by the finger of the Lord, iu the western boundaries of the 
State of Missouri, and dedicated by the hand of Joseph Smith, Jun., and 
others with whom the Lord was well pleased.” Surely the building of a 
Holy City and Temple, as directed by the Lord Jesus, ought to be greeted 
with joyful acclaim by every follower of the Savior and Redeemer of 
mankind.— Deseret News. 


THE GOSPEL IN SCANDINAVIA.

On the 18th of January, they arrived in Bergen, one of the most ancient 
and important cities of the kingdom of Norway, and here Elder Petersen 
spent the winter. He went from house to house and bore his testimony 
to the people. He labored faithfully under many difficulties and de- 
privations until early in April, when he left for Copenhagen in company 
with his friend Larsen. The Lord had opened up the way for him to 
preach the. Gospel in several of the principle cities of the kingdom. 

Brother Svend Larsen and other Saints in Osterrisor continued to hold 
meetings and to spread Gospel tracts. They also sent a petition to the 
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government to be permitted to form a church in accordance with the 
provisions of the Dissenter law; but their petition was not granted, the 
theological faculty in Christiania having ruled that the members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints are not “Christians.” They 
were thus deprived of the religious liberty granted by law to other 
dissenters. 

On the 10th of June, 1852, Elders Hans Peter Jensen and Johan A. 
Ahmansen landed in Brevig, where they held meetings and distributed 
tracts. They found bitter opponents in a newspaper editor, a clergyman 
and a school teacher. Elder Jensen proceeded to Osterrisor, where he 
ordained Brother Svend Larsen an Elder and blessed his children. On 
the 25th he baptized six persons. Then he went to Arendal, Christiansand 
and Mandal. He had a remarkable experience on this journey. On his 
arrival in Mandal, his feet were so badly blistered that he was unable to 
proceed any further. But he was unable to secure shelter here, so he 
decided to trust in the Lord, and return to Osterrisor, a distance of about 
80 miles. Strange to say, as he proceeded on his weary journey, his feet 
grew better, and when he arrived at his destination he was free from sores 
and felt as strong as ever. In one place he meta bear, and the two eyed one 
another with mutual suspicion for a moment. Then the bear took another 
course and left the traveler to ponder over the goodness of the Lord. 

Brother Jensen arrived in Osterrisor on the 8th of July, and about that 
time the first branch of the Church in Norway was organized in that city, 
with eighteen members and John Olsen as presiding Elder. 

On the 18th of July, Jensen returned in company with Brother Svend 
Larsen to Brevig. Here they hired a hall and preached the Gospel. 
Clergymen frequented their meetings. 

In the month of August a small vessel was bought, and named “The 
Lion of Zion.” It was to be at the service of the Elders in traveling from 
place to place along the coast. It became very useful both in Norway and 
in Denmark. At Frederikstad a branch was soon organized. 

Elder Jensen returned to Denmark in July, 1852, in their little mission 
vessel, having appointed Elder John A. Ahmansen to preside over the 
Norwegian mission. On the voyage they encountered a terrific storm, and 
were driven toward the Swedish coast. However, they were rescued by 
an English frigate, and, the storm having abated, steered for Denmark. 
The next day they arrived at Aalborg. 

The work was continued in Norway by Elder Johan A. Ahmansen and 
Jeppe G. Folkman. They organized the third branch in Brevig, with 
about fifteen members. In August of the year 1852, the Church numbered 
about fifty members in Norway. The foundation had been laid for the 
work that was continued by the many faithful laborers who in after years 
preached the Gospel, and suffered persecution and deprivations in the 
beautiful land of the Midnight Sun. 

The difficulties attending the introduction of the Gospel into the Scandi- 
navian countries are best understood from the experiences of the Elders, 
who suffered persecution in various ways. The following statement of 
Elder Dykes is but a sample of many. He wrote: 
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“On the 27th of June, 1851, I landed in Hamburg, and proceeded im 
mediately on my journey over land, and by traveling day and night I was 
enabled to reach the city of Aalborg, my former field of labor; but, indeed, 
too late to save the little flock from a very heavy blow. The spirit of 
persecution had arisen, and the mob had assembled and broken the 
windows of the Saints’ meeting-house, and demolished all the furniture 
within ; and thence, proceeding from house to house, they had broken the 
windows of nearly all the dwellings of the Saints in the city, while the 
civil authorities looked on with seeming indifference. 

“A few days after these things occurred I entered the city. I had not 
heard a word of them till I stood by the side of the house where I had 
so often met with the Saints, and so often preached the word to sinners. 
But I leave you to judge of my feelings when, instead of meeting the 
joyful smiles of beloved Saints, I saw the windows and furniture of the 
house broken to pieces, and no Saints to welcome me there, for they were 
not now privileged to appear in the streets without being gr: ssly insulted, 
and sometimes shamefully beaten. 

“While I was thus pondering over these things, an officer appeared and 
requested me to come immediately to the mayor’s office, which I did, and 
that officer peremptorily told me I had better leave the city forthwith, as 
he would not promise me protection from the mob for one hour, and as 
there was a steamer then at the wharf, to sai] that afternoon for Copen- 
hagen, I went aboard. But the mob, hearing that I was in the city, began 
to gather; some went to the mayor’s office to find me, but he told them he 
bad me in prison. Others went to the ship, but the captain told them I 
had left and gone up into the city, and thus they were ranging about me 
till the appointed hour for sailing, when I think there were more than a 
thousand persons assembled on the beach. I remained in the cabin until 
we were fairly out of reach, when I came up on deck to see the sight, and 
being thus delivered I gave God the glory.” 

But such experiences were not the most discouraging. It sometimes 
happened that members of the Church fell into transgression, and were 
literally given over to the “buffetings of Satan.” Then the faith of the 
Elders was tried indeed. 

But the “little stone” rolled on, and grew on its onward course. Half a 
century bas now been recorded in the annals of history since the work 
was commenced, and during this time 23,349 souls have by baptism been 
added to the Church in Denmark, 16,043 in Sweden, and 5,643 in Norway; 
or, in all, 45,035. During the same time 12,317 Saints have emigrated from 
Denmark to Utah, 6,942 from Sweden, and 2,312 from Norway—a total of 
21,571. In these numbers small children are not included. It is supposed 
their number would swell the grand total by one-third. By adding the 
descendants of these industrious immigrants to the numbers given, an 
idea may be formed of the part the Scandinavian Saints have had in the 
development of this beautiful region. The action taken by the October 
conference, 1849, when.the Church was poor in everything but faith in 
God, and spiritual gifte, has indeed borne wonderful fruits. 

According to the latest statistics there are three conferences in each one

of the three Scandinavian countries. In Denmark, there are the Copen- 
hagen, Aarhus and Aalborg conferences; in Sweden, the Stockholm, 
Gothenberg and Malmo conferences, and in Norway, the Christiana, 
Bergen and Trondhjem conferences. There are twenty-two branches of 
the Church in Sweden, with 2,288 members. In Denmark there are seven- 
teen branches, with 1,185 members, and in Norway nineteen branches 
with 965 members; or, in all, fifty-eight branches with 4,438 members. If 
the 994 children under eight years of age are added, the total is 5,432 
members of the Church. 

In Sweden there are now sixty missionaries from Zion; in Denmark 
fifty-eight, and in Norway forty.—J. M. SyopauHL. 


HEBREWS IN CIVILIZATION. 


SomEHOw or other, in the great revival of learning which has taken 
place in the last twenty years, but little attention has been paid to the 
tremendous part played by the Hebrew in the development of civilization 
from the eighth century of this era down to the nineteenth century. We 
have dug up the “Songs of Niebelungs” and the “Minnesingers,” the 
“Kalevala” of Finland, and the “Epic of Boewulf” in Anglo-Saxon, the 
Rubalyat of “Omar Khayyam”; but we have left untouched the writings 
and studies of over one hundred Jewish scholars and thinkers who kept 
the fires of learning burning in the years when everything else was dark. 
Only a few students in this country, men like Emerson, Marsh, Whitney, 
Frisch, Alder and Parker, have given the topic the attention it deserves. 

The Jewish scholars came into Europe in the ninth century, at least 
none had made any great mark in Europe until that time. The first to 
write his name high up in the records of his race was Shabtai Donolo, who 
was an astronomer and mathematician of very high order, as well as a 
brilliant writer. In the tenth century there were three men whose learn- 
ing was so great that their classes were attended by hundreds from all 
parts of the world. These were Haroun of Cordova; Jehuda, of Fez; and 
Amram, of Toledo. They were astronomers, physicians and botanists. In 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries Jewish genius burst out into a blaze of 
glory. Every field of literature and science was led upward by one or more 
members of that race; they were the presidents and chief professors in the 
few universities which were in existence. They were the only physicians, 
geographers, astronomers and philosophers of Christendom. In the great 
college at Cordova the head of the faculty was Djanah; the president of the 
college at Narbonne was Rabbi Abou; at Arles was Rabbi Isaac, and two 
other Jewish scholars occupied the first chairs at Salerno and Montpelier. 
At Seville, Rabbi Eben Zohr instructed admiring thousands, as did Ben 
Ezra at Toledo, while over these great scholars towered Rabbi Solomon 
Ben Isaac, who was known as the “Living Library”; Aben Tybbon, who 
was the first to teach botany, pharmacy and therapeutics upon the modern 
or inductive method; Ben Kimchi, who tried to measure longitude, and 
made a rough determination of the ecliptic; Eben Djani, the first author 
in the world to write on medical topography, the limitation of disease by 
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climate, sanitary engineering and public hygiene; Mascha, who drew the 
first nautical almanac of King Alfonso of Castile, which,was known for 
centuries as the Alfonsine tables and was denounced by the general public 
as a book of black magic, and, greatest of all Mousa Ben Maimon, who is 
still remembered under his Latinized name, Maimonides. The last-named 
was undoubtedly the greatest scholar the world saw between the time of 
King Solomon and Leonardo Da Vinci. 

The work done by these men, who had no printing presses and no means 
of easy communication, borders on the marvellous. They were masters of 
literary style and were linguists of the highest type. Nearly every one 
was a master of Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Arabic, Syrian and two or three 
other local speeches. They laid the foundation of modern astronomy and 
chemistry, botany, pharmacy, medicine, anatomy and physics. They 
taught that the world was round and revolved about the sun, when Europe 
was debating the question if a man roll off the edge of the world where 
would he fall to and could he ever get back. It was the Jewish sages who 
supplied Columbus, Vasco de Gama and Magellan with the charts on which 
they conducted their voyages. It was the Jewish scholars that preserved 
for Europe its knowledge of Plato and Aristotle. It is, therefore, pleasant 
to notice that the New York council of Jewish women proposes to devote 
some time to the study of this most interesting field. 

If American society and American women went wild over Sir Edwin 
Arnold’s “ Light of Asia,” and his subsequent writings upon heathen India 
and Japan, and over the many translations we have had of late from the 
Persian and Arabic, it is but fair to believe that they will display an 
equal interest in the literary history of a great race, which had so power- 
ful an influence upon the civilization of to-day.— Hebrew Standard, N. Y.

COMING AND GOING. 


ONx of the most interesting of sights, and one of the most interesting of 
studies is the arrival and departure of Elders from and to the land of Zion. 
Of course ordinary emigration is common enough, travel is continuous, 
there is a stream of population running in all directions from crowded 
Europe, with more or less of a return current. The outward flow is, how- 
ever, the largest, strongest and most continuous, and it might be thought 
that in the great floodtide the little rivulet of “Mormon” emigration 
would be but little noticed, and still less understood. 

Colonization, however, is a wonderful movement. All the islands and 
continents are being supplied, towns, cities, nations are being created, 
habits and customs are being transplanted, production is augmented, 
trade stimulated, deserts redeemed, and a general modification of human- 
ity—cramped, hidebound, priestridden and intensely, even ignorantly 
national as it is, is underguing a change which may almost be claimed as 
revolutionary, for climate, diet, associations and institutions are potent if 
nearly silent factors, all working in directions which the wisest can neither 
control nor estimate at present. Yet we remember when to emigrate was 
phenomenal—isolated individuals were the pioneers in that exodus which 
to-day startles the world by its magnitude and amazing drift. 

There is surely a wonderful providence in this. It cannot be a move- 
went without meaning, and if the purpose thereof is not fully understood, 
the one recognizing the Divine hand as controlling the destinies of man- 
kind can surely see below the surface, and conclude that spiritual influence 
is exerted widely and effectively for the attainment of some long since 
formed design in the mind of the Ruler of all things. 

This is certainly the case in regard to the little rivulet already mentioned, 
and the observing eye recognizing this, must also conclude that in the 
heavier swell, in the larger outpouring, in the very flood of migration 
there is purpose, as certain if not as distinct as in the fact of the little 
rivulet, which from all lands converges into the basins of the everlasting 
hills! 

“Who are these that fly as a cloud, and as doves to the windows?” was 
asked by one of the ancient prophets. He was as much astonished as the 
observant modern can be who sees all the appliances of mechanical genius, 
aided by capital, transporting man from land to land, all the appliances 
of civilization becoming established in the deserts, and in the waste places 
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of the earth, the dark places which but a while ago were the habitations 
of cruelty and the dwelling-places of every noisome thing! 

Barbarism gives way, and inanition, defying the tides of human progress, 
will eventually do as the ancient king did when he essayed to check the 
waves of the sea. Some conclude that Anglo-Saxon pluck and enterprise 
is the moving impulse of this astounding trend, and some critics have 
endeavored to confound the general and the particular, by way of belittling 
the one most full of interest, most orderly in its methods, most sanguine 
of its purpose, and most suggestive from every point of view, for it has 
features all its own. Its drift is not a desire for change, it is not for 
political privilege, it is not for pecuniary rewards, it is not for land or liveli- 
hood, but it is ostensibly from a Divine call, a religious motive, a spiritual 
impulse, a decreed purpose. This conviction individualizes it, glorifies it, 
and makes sacrifice easy, as in the case of the Redeemer. 

This era includes the gathering dispensation, the coming of the Kingdom 
of God, the recognition of His authority, and those social and political 
changes which are inseparable therefrom. It includes the preaching of 
the Gospel, the opening of the Heavens, the restoration of the Priesthood, 
and the gathering from all nations, as already pointed out. “Many shall 
run to and fro, and knowledge shall increase,” is the word of prophecy, 
and missionary life and labor are the great auxiliaries of this change. 
Those engaged therein have caught the spirit thereof, their converts catch 
that spirit, and it is no far-fetched idea that they gave to modern migra- 
tion that momentum which to-day affects all men in all lands, and tends 
towards cosmopolitanism, or the tearing down of perverted nationality, 
and the blending of all human interests through that rapid and enlarging 
intercourse, which is calmly and silently accomplishing a mighty work. 

Locality indicates if it does not fully determine character. It is yet 
among the historic facts that no mountain population ever yet were slaves. 
The denizens of the hoary hills of Scotland, of the ancient fastnesses of 
Wales, of the soaring mountains of Switzerland have never been subdued. 
They have always stood for liberty, although their history is a record of 
blood and tears, and so we may conclude that those who dwell in the very 
heart of the Rocky Mountains are there for education, they are there for 
liberty, and the influences of those majestic bulwarks, those cloud-kissing 
peaks, will so establish in the hearts of those who dwell therein, as they 
are aided by that inspiration which cometh from above, by the Gospel of 
Truth, that no power save “He that sitteth upon the throne” will ever 
subdue or bind them down to creed or custom, save it barmonizes with 
“the perfect law of liberty.” 

The gathering is a great fact, a wonderful phenomena, a sure prophecy. 
It may take time to fulfil it, years to show it, and thought to comprehend 
it, but it will assuredly come to pass, for thus it is written in the archives 
of the Gods! 


PRESIDENT T. L. ALLEN, in a very welcome and fine letter, introducing 
our latest lady missionary, Sister E. I. Penfold, gives some interesting 
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items regarding the Saints and the work under his watchful care in Park 
City, Utah. He says: “The work there is moving steadily onward, some 67 
adults, original converts, have been added in the past three and a half 
years, as the harvest of those who have labored valiantly for the right and 
taught them the Gospel. While the conditions are peculiar there (Park 
City is a mining centre), there are a hundred and nineteen members of the 
Church, from these there are three on missions, besides two sisters; 262 
are enrolled in the Sunday school, with an average attendance of 176. 
Many of these are the children of non-members, and some have joined the 
Church with the consent of their parents. Elder Gilchrist, who was a 
successful President of the Newcastle Conference lately, is the Superin- 
tendent, and he is doing an excellent work. The school and branch are 
reaping the benefit of Elder Gilchrist’s missionary experience.” President 
Allen’s second counsellor, Elder F. Rasband, is now working in the London 
Conference, doing well, and his son, Elder T. L. Allen, late President of the 
Irish Mission, has just returned full of zeal], and has resumed his old position 
in the Silver King mine; Elder Morgan, just arrived here, has been located 
in Wales, and the missionary spirit so rests upon the Park Saints that 
they gladly assume the responsibility of sustaining Sister Penfold during 
her absence from their midst, where she has been an indefatigable worker 
in the Sunday school and elsewhere.

Wuat THE Moon 1s DoiNd.— The tides are caused mainly by the moon, 
as it were, catching hold of the water as the earth revolves around on its 
axis. This must cause friction on the earth as it revolves, and friction, as 
every one knows, causes loss of power. Suppose a wheel, with hair round 
its rim, like a circular brush such as is used for hair-brushing by machin- 
ery, if this brush be revolving rapidly, and we hold our hand ever so 
lightly on the hair, so that it is slightly rubbed backward as the wheel 
revolves, we can understand that the speed of the wheel will be gradually 
diminished, until at last it will be brought to a standstill, provided there 
is no additional power communicated to the wheel by machinery or hand, 
beyond what was given to set it spinning round. Now this is somewhat 
analogous to what is happening to the earth in its rotation. There is 
reason to suppose that the action of the tides is slowly but surely lessen- 
ing the speed of the earth’s rotation, and consequently increasing the 
length of the day, and that this action will continue until the earth re- 
volves on its own axis in the same time that the moon takes to revolve 
round the earth. Then the day, instead of being twenty-four hours, as 
now, will be about twenty-eight days, and the earth will be exposed to 
the full blaze of the sun for about fourteen days at atime. The change 
this will bring about on the face of the earth can hardly be exaggerated. 
All life, both animal and vegetable, will be destroyed; all water will be 
evaporated ; the solid rocks will be scorched and cracked, and the whole 
world reduced to a dreary and barren wilderness. It is supposed by some 
that the moon has already passed through all this, hence its shattered and 
bare-looking surface. That the earth, being so much larger, has more 
quickly acted upon the oceans which once were upon the moon’s surface, 
and stopped almost entirely its revolution round its own axis, thus 
causing it to have a day equal to twenty-eight of our days, and the heat 
of the sun has already done to it what in future ages it will do to the 
earth.—Harper’s Weekly. 
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How Pies Become Pork IN Cuicaco.—The lightning process of killing 
and dressing hogs in Chicago stock yards is thus described by an eye 
witness : 

We saw a piebald pig grunting and snoring in his pen, a quarreling 
member of a quarrelsome family. Now, what happened to that porker 
was this: He was suddenly seized by the hind leg and jerked upon a crane. 
This swung him swiftly to the fatal door through which no pig ever 
returns. On the other side stood a man with a glittering knife in his hand, 
One plunge of the cruel weapon in his fair, fat neck, and the dead pig shot 
across a trough and through another doorway, and then there was a splasb. 
He had fallen head first into a vat of boiling water. Some unseen machin- 
ery passed him along swiftly to the other end of the terrible bath, and 
there a water-wheel picked him up and swung him on a sloping counter. 
Here another machine seized him, and with one revolution scraped him 
as bald asa nut. And down the counter he went, losing his head as he 
slid past a man with a hatchet, and then presto! he was up again by the 
heels. In one dreadful handful a man emptied him, and while another 
squirted him with fresh water, the pig—registering his own weight as he 
passed the teller’s box—shot down a steel bar from which he hung and 
whirled around a corner into the ice house. One long cut of a knife made 
two “sides of pork” out of that piebald pig. Two hacks of a hatchet 
brought away his backbone. And then in thirty-five seconds from his 
last grunt—dirty, hot-headed, noisy—the pig was hanging up in two 
pieces, cleaned, tranquiled, iced. 

Think of it. That poor and unfortunate porker, who, before he had 
quite made up his mind whether to resent the first liberty taken with his 


hind leg, was dead as a door nail, and half a minute later was actually 
ready for the cook.

There is profound sig- 
nificance in this return of the popular mind to the old faiths in an age of 
such far-reaching skepticism and materialism.

Professor George Ebers 
in Germany, Rider Haggard in England and Elizabeth Stuart Phelps in 
America are all now writing Scriptural novels. But it is not likely there 
can be more than one “Ben Hur”.
